SARING FOR HOUSE PLANTs| ~ 


The fundamental needs for 
aouse plants to make growth and 
maintain health are ligtit, heat, 
air, mositure and food. With 
fewer day light hours and chang- 
ing environment many of our 
house plants are losing their 
‘irifty summer appearance, At 
this time of year a little extra 
tare is needed to keep them in 
condition. To allow the plants to 
get as much light as possible it 
is suggested placing plants in a 
during the winter is too high for 
that though light is insufficient, 
the temperature of our homes 
during the winter is oo high for 
best plant growth. The ideal 
temperature for most house plants 
is 50 to 65 degrees. (This is too 
cold for human comfort, but if 
the temperature is lowered at 
night te plants are not likely to 
suffer unduly. Another difficulty 
in growing house plants is the 
dryness of the air in our homes. 
Some improvement can be made 
by using radiator trays and evap- 
orating pans to increase the hu- 
midity of the air about the plants. 
Of course plants should be given 
& good general wateririg as need- 
ed, usually once or twice a: week.

The tourist industry and indus- 
trial growth mean greater pros- 
‘perity for everyone. New money 
comes into the province and pro- 
duction of essential goods is 
increaged. We learn more about 
otiers, and they about us, and bet 
ter relationships follow. 

(The tourist trade of Alberta is 
big business. Each year about 
one and one half million People 
spend their holidays at Alberta’s 
famed resorts, 

Conservative estimates indicate 
tourists spend $35,000,000 a year 
in Alberta. This money goes 
into the pockets of merchants, ser- 
vice station and garage operators, 
totel, and auto court proprietors, 
farmers, and all producers of 
human necessities, 

The beauties of Alberta are the 
star attractions; the produce and 
services of the people of Alberta

The Alberta Travel Bureau 
helps create ti-e necessary desire 
among our neighbors to. visit the 
Province, but it remains the pri- 
vilage of every Albertan to give 
our guests a warm welcome, to see 
that they enjoy their stay and to 
encourage them to come again.

Branch also encourages the 
growth of interest in Alberta, 
Every effort is made to attract 
attention to industrial opportun- 
ities provided by the Province 
among business men and indus- 
trialists from far and near.

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Aiffairs, the Director of Indus- 
trial Development and the In- 
dustrial Commissioners and re- 
Presentatives of eact: Alberta 
city. The Board holds meetings 
each year at various locations 
within the Province to which local 
business men and representatives 
of the railways and banks are in- 
vited. On these occasions the 
development of the Province as 
a whole is discussed and programe 
for concerted action towards 
great development are formu- 
lated, { 

Activities such as these are 
playing an important part in Al: 
berta’s industrial expansion, Tn 
1953 more than $38,000,000 was 
invested in new indusrial plants, 
new additions to established 
plants and new warehouses, That 
Same year, the value of produc- 
tion from all Alberta’s manu- 
facturing industries exceeded 
$537,000,000. New plants are 
opening up and new industries 
are being established in Alberta 
with impressive regularity; but 
impressive as our industrial dg- 
velopment has been over the past 
few years, still greater develop- 
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ment for the future is evident,
